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INTRODTJOTION. 



IN order Qiat thia Handbook ma,j be birif eatimated, it is necesHuy to explain tlie 
manner of its preparation. Most of the woika aboat New Zealand haTs been written 
either hj those who mve made onlj a short Tisit to the Colony, or who, poiiie«siiig an 
acquaintance with Bome particolar part or parts of the two Island)!, hare been still unable, 
however mnoh inclined, to do justice to the seveial Provinoea into which New Zealand 
ia divided. 

The oolonimtion of New Zealand bin been conducted b; RereTal commnnitiM, which, 
ss organized and initiated, were perfectly distinct in theii oharactei, their objeeta, the 
bonda that held them tof^eUter, and their plans of operation. Aa might be expected, the 
isolation is which these commnnitiM dwelt assisted for soma time to intensify the dis- 
tinctness of their charactoristica. Of late yeais, the isolation has yielded to the inter- 
course consequent upon larger &cilities of communication. At first, some of the Pro- 
vinces occasionally beard news of each other more rapidly ^m tbeii communicationt 
with Australia than Irom their direct oommonications. Bnt for many yean past 
ateameiB have abounded on the coast, and there has been mnch intercommouication. 
The conseqaences are that the Provinces know more of each otiier ; they have in many 
cases exchanged settlers and residents ; and the old eiclnsiveneas has asstuned rather a 
character of ambitious competition for pre-eminence in t^e race for wealth and material 
advancement. The railways and roads which are being conati^ct«d will much increase 
the interoommunication between different parts of t^e Colony, and will tend to further 
reduce the Provincial jealouay thut still survives. But not for a long time to come, if 
ever, will the chsfacters the settlements received from their earij foondets be entirely 
obliterated. 

The object of this Handbook is to give to those who may.dndk of ni».fcing tiie 
Colony th^ home or the theatre of business operations, an idea of New Zealand from 
a New Zealand point of view. To do this, it waa necessary to recognize the distinctions 
which have been already explained. No one man in New Zeaknd could faithfully 
interpret the local views of the various Provinces. It was, therefore, determined that 
the book should consist of a number of papers, some devotml to the Colony as a whole, 
hut most of them independent accounts of separate localities. In editing these papers, 
the difficulty arose of deciding whether to permit a certain amoonC of overlappinj;; of 
narrative, some little discrepancy in statement of &otH, and yet larger difference in 
elaboration of views, or to so tone down the papers as really to frustrate the purpose 
which led to their sepaiato preparation. The decision was in favour of preserving the 
distinctness of the papers, even at the risk of affording grounds for carping criticism. 
In some of the papers, extravagant exhibitions of local favouritism have been much 
toned down, but enough has been left to Hupply clear evidence to the reader that there 
is hardly a Province in New Zealand, the rwiaents in which do not consider it specially 
favoured in some respects beyond all the other Provinces. To ignore this feeling — the 
legitimato and in some respects valuable outcome of the original system of settlement — 
would be to fail to convey a homely view of New Zealand. 

It must be clearly understood that when, directly or by implication, comparisonB 
are instituted between different Provinces, they are the writ«r's, not the editor's. 
Not that it should be supposed the Provinces of the Colony are uniform in their 
conditions. A long line in the ocean, trending nearly north and south, New Zealand, 
for its aiea, extends over many degrees of latitude, and possesses much variety of climate. 
There is also wide varie^ in natural and physical features, and in resources, whether 
mineral or agriculturaL In 'tspecialities," therefore, there is no doubt much difference 
in the capabilities of Uie Provinces, and perhaps, to some extent, it would be well if this 
were more generally admitted, and efforts were made to develop in each Province its own 
propel capabilities, Snccess naturally indaces imitation, and hence, perhaps, the exist- 
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ing indnaliries nuiy haire become too deeply grooved. The foot that sheep and wheat 
have been bo Bacaeasfiil in the Soatlt, does not make it a necessary consequenoe that tbej 
are the moat suitable piodadions for the NoTth. Amongst the benefits an influx of 
population will bestow on tJio Ooboy, may be anticipated that of an impetus being givea 
to new induftriea, suitable to the circmnstanoes of die several parte of the Colony, but 
which in the early days were oveilookei 

Those who incline to make New Zealand theii home should not form extravagant 
anticipations of it. It is not paved witb gold, nor is wealth to be gained without indus- 
try. Onr conntiymen of the United Kingdom may form an idea of it if they suppose it 
to be a very thinly-peopled country, with nnmeraus points in common with the IslandK 
of Great Britain, bntpoBaeesing^ on the whole, amuchbettercliniat«,free from pauperism, 
more free &om prajudices of claas, and, therefore, opening to tfae industry and ability of 
those who have not the adventitiouB aid of family connections to help them, a better road 
to advancement] a oountry in which there is a great variety of natoial resources, and 
which, therefore, appeals to pnaoiiB of much variety of taste ; a county which may 
boast of some of the most magnificent aoenery in the world ; a country in which the 
natural wonders of many parte of the globe are oongregatcd. Norway, for example, 
wonld not be aahEmied of the fiords of the West Coast of the Middle Island: the 
glaciera there would also reepeoiably contrast with gladers elsewhere. The hot 
spring! of the Lake district ore more marvellous than the geysers of Iceland. It is a 
country with an immense extent of seaboard compared wiUi its area, with splendid 
harbonn, many, if not extensive, riven, fine agriculbmal land, magniflcent foreete, 
and lastly, one whioh, besidee posiessing in abundance the key to manoiaclaring 
wealth — coal — has alluvial and quartz gold deposits, in workinc which, those whose 
tast«s incline them, to mtnuig may alwajs find a livelihood, witn the possibility of 
attaining large wealth by a lucky disoovery. Though sparingly poptilated, it is not 
denied Uie iKne&te which science has opened to modem ciFihaiiion. The telegraph 
penetrates ita length and breadth, and railways are being ooustruoted throughout it. 
In course of time, it must carry a population of millions, and every acre of available 
land must become valuable. Yet wiiJi the knowledge that this must be, there is so 
little oapitid, not required for iudustritil Uses, that millions of acres of land are open to 
purchase at prices wnich, a generation hence, will probably represent their yearly rent. 
There are not many instances of vast accumulations of wealth in individual hands. It 
would be as difficult to find a millionnaire in New Zealand, as it would be in England to 
find B labourer etjOying anything approaching Uie advantages enjoyed by the New 
Zeahmd labourer. Money is more widely dislfibuted. The small tradesman, iJie me- 
ohanlo, <a labourer, in short, anv one who is fitted to make New Zealand his home, and 
who is not incapacitated by ill health, may, with ordinuy frugality aud industry, and 
without dmying himself a &ir share of woddly enjoyment, save money, and become, if 
his ambition pomC in that direction, a proprietor of acres. 

New Zealand has, apparently, when tested by ita population, a heavy public debt ; 
but when tried by the only true teat, the burden which the debt bowa to the earn- 
ings of the people, it compares favourably with older and more settled countries, 
although the public debt of the Colony includes works, such as railways, water-works, 
roads, and bridges, which in other countries are eithw the reeulte of joint-stock 
enterprise, or of locil taxation, or of loans not included in the general indebtedness, 
Amin, in the Colony, against the public debt there is to be placed an immense and 
valuable estate in the land which still beloncs to the Crown. The charge per head 
upon the poptdation, on account of New ZeaWd's public debt, taken as a whole, was 
some months since computed to be £1. 17s. O. per ennunj. That total was thus 
composed: — On account of OoloniftJ indebtedne«, exclusive of Pnblio Works and 
Provincial, IBs. per head; on acooimt of Public Works, 6b. Sd. ; on account of 
Ptovindal Loans, ISs. 8d. ; makins together .£1. ITs. 4d. But taking the test of 
the average eaminm of the popdation, the charge per head on account of New 
Zealand's total indebtednees, is computed to be 2*4 per cent on the average earnings, 
while in the United Kingdom it hu been computed at BS, and in the United States, 
at S'T per oent. In the former, the cost of rsitways, and of Qther public woifa which 
are here rorarded as " Colonial," is not included ; in the l^ter. tne Stat« debts are 
included. Exclusive of Provincial indebtndneea, ^e Ookonial debt indutUng that for 
railways and some other public works, is computed to be equal to an annual iSjarge per 
-d of about 1-6 per cent, on the average earnings o the population. The Provin- 
ijidebtedness is Mcui«d on the Crown lands, and these, at a moderate etUroate, 
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jnpplj, not onlj putidinte in tbe arenge of euniius, bat on tlie vhole add to the 
SiTentKe, whilst tlisj diiumuh the emonut pei head ofthe indebtedneaa of the oonQti;. 
So that what ii omng <m in New Zealand^ and what will contione t« go on until the

wenuw bnrden on the profits of the people naj etill remain noincreaaed. 

Whilst tfaete paper* wei« in coone of prepaiation, the Cenaiu waa being taken. It 
haa not been fomtd piMuble to incoiponte many of the reault* with the Tariona atatiatics 
thioaghoQt the pagea of the book ; but b separate paper is preaeoted, showing as much 
of tile inftimawm oMidned from the Ceusm as at the latest tnmnent ia procnrable. 
Some iatereatinff rerenne retoma aie also given. It will be ohaerred lliat the two 
great braudiea of nvome, the Ocdonial and I^Tindal, are alike increasing in a remark- 
able manner. 

In the pages of the Handbook, fteqnent reCnwtoe ia made to the variona land 
laws in force in the Colony, The nataral disadtantage of manj Tarietiee of land lawa 
is, to some extent, oompeniated bj the larger mnge of ohoioe of conditions pre- 
sented to tfas intending settler. Without giving an epitome of the different 
systems, it may be obserred that the object of them all is to promote eettlement,'e 
their ^mera holding^ in manj oaie*, dittinot news aa to the einnunttancea 
and condition* most likely to promote that object. It is important to remem- 
ber thia, because fhim it follow* the &et that Uke tendmcy of all amendmentB in 
t&B land laws, oi modifications in the mode of ^iplyii^ them, ii in the direction of 



making the land tnoie available for settlement. For example, an atrongsmsnt ha* just 
been made between tile General QoTenunent and the Provincial QoTemment (^ 
Wellington, whereby the lAtt«r agree* to fonr blocks, of not lea* than 20,000 acres each, 
being seleotad out oi the best land in the Province, to be sarreyed into sections of from 
50 to 600 acree each. Ik is agreed tlut every other section of theee ahall be open to 
the free selection of any pnrchaaet, at prices to be fixed In advaDce : the purchase- 
money to be paid in inatsLnente, extending over five yean. Under thi* pui, any 
industnoos jterson, possesged of good health may become a freeholder. Some of the 
differences m the land lawa arise only partly trough opposite opinions as to what i* 
most likely to promote Bettlement, and are pTinoipally to be set down to the different * 
satnie of the lands and the circumstances of the Province*. In Otago, fbr instance, where 
the deeiie is to make the land laws in the highest degree liberal, a new system is being 
adopted, of deferred payments, with condttion* of <»Itivation. In Canterbuiy, one 
simple plan has been adopted fhnu the flrat. Any one may select from the Crown 
lands throughoat the Province, at the price of £S an acre, cash, without conditions of 
cultivation and residence. In Auckland, some extent of land ia given away in the 
shape of free grants of forty acres to peisons who fiilfil the prescribed conditions of 
caltivation and residence. Other Provmcea have modifioation* or varieties of theee 
seTeral plans ; in aU, the desire is to see the land cultivated, and from that desire will 
probably, sooner or later, arise a nearer t^iprooch to uniformity of system. The 
Assembly last year passed an Act, under the provisions of which eveij^ person approved 
by the Agent-Oenend, who pay* his oiTnpa*8age to the Colony, may claim a free grant of 
land to ^e valne of £S0 for himself and for any adult member of his family, whose 
passa^ ia also piud. Two children are reckoned a* an adult. The Crown grant of the 
land IS to be conditional on occupation and nB«, but the immimnt is to be allowed to 
remain five yean in the Colony before ejecting his land, and he may aeleot it in any 
part ol the Colony where land is open for sde. 

Let it not be thought that for all peteons New Zealand i* a enitsble home. It 
ia a land of plenty to we colonist who can do work snch m the C^my teqniies, or 
who can employ other* to do *nclk work for 1dm. Bnt it is no *nitable home for 
those who cannot work or cannot employ wooers. IRie mere ability to read and write 
U no sofficient justification for a voyage to New Zealand. Above all, let those be 
warned to stay away who fhink the G^ony a guitahle place to repent of evil habits. 
The ne'er-do-well had better continue to eponge on hi* relation* iu Great Britain, than 
to hope he will find sympathy for hi* (ailinss and weaknesses in a land of etmnger* : 
Btrsngers, moreover, whs are qnite sofBcienEiy impressed with the active and hard reali- 
ties ca life, and who, being uie arehitecta of their own fortnnes, have no sympaUiy to 
throw away on those who are deficient in self-reliance. This warning ia not altogether 
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iincklled for. It ia astonbhing how many people are sent to the coloniea to relieve their 
frieodi of their presence, no heed, tvppareiiU^, being given to the fact Uiot these countries 
are not at all defident in temptationa to eril habito, and that those who ore inclined to 
Buch habits had mnch better stay away. An instance not long since came under 
the wriber'a notice. A wealth; settler lecdved a letter from an English geatlemaa 
of whom he had not befare heard, The writer explained that his acquaintance with 
a mutual friend indnoed him to write and to introdnce his son, the bearer, who was 
visiting New Zealand for Uie pnrpcee of settling there. He was Borry to say his son 
had not been snccessfiil at home in anyttHng he had tried. He bad had to ^ve up the 
army, and was so very weak and easUy persuaded, that it was hopeless to put him to 
anything in England. The writer would, he said, be content if the gentleman he was 
writing to would give his son a home and f 100 a year till he could do something better. 
The yonng gendemnn who presented this letter at once intimated that a loan of £10 
would be acceptable. He received it. The day was Saturday : on the Monday follow- 
ing, he called again for a further loan— the flrat £10 was gone. He was naturally 
denied, and the next intelligence of the young hopeful our settler received, was an 
order for the payment of a considerable debt Such prodij^als are not suited to the 
Colony. It would be better te kill tiie &tted cait on their account, without any inter- 
vening absence. Tonng women of good character, and who are not disinclined to 
domestic serrice, need not hesitate to venture to Now Zealand. The demand (or 
servants is such that employers are only too glad to obtain reepectable yonng women, 
and to teach them in part their duties. That demand — for the information of the 
nnmarried daughters of Great Britain, we may observe — is occasioned by the difficulty 
' that exists in keeping servants for any length of time, on account of the readiness with 
which they are able to get married. The single yonng man who comes to New Zealand 
is not long in finding the means t« comfortably fomish a house ; and, naturally, he 
thinks that she who shows herself well versed in discha^ing domestic duties, will be 
uble to make Ms home a happy one. A short courtship, a brief notice to her employer, 
and another home is set up m Kew Zealand ; another notice appears in the local P^pors, 
" Wanted, a nnrse," or housemaid, cook, or general servant, as the case ma^ be. This 
is all very homely ; but tie romance of the Colonies is of a very domestic nature — 
" to make homes " is another mode of expressing " t4] colonize." 

It would not be doing justice to New Zealand to avoid mentioning one other 
circumstance, though to do so might lead to the appearance of a desire to praise the 
Colony. All, however, who have a knowledge of New Zealand will corroborate the 
statement that this Colony gains a singular nold upon those who for anytime have 
resided in it. There are very many persons who have realized a competency, who 
have nothine to bind tbem to the Colony, and who yet prefer remaming in New 
Zealand to living elsewhere. The pleasures and advantages the Old World offers, 
appear to weigh as notiing with them, when compared with the enjoyments and 
freedom of life in New Zealand. The climate and the scenery, together with 
the intimacies which rapidly spring up in colonial life, are no doubt the rea- 
sons for tliis strong Ii^^i^> ^or health-restoring properties, the climate of New 
Zealand is wonde^. Hiere are numbers of persons enjoying good health in the 
Colony who years ago left England supposed to be hopless^ afflicted with lung 
disease, their only hope— that in New Zealand the end might be a little longer 
deferred. This is not written in selfishness, for it is by no means deaired to make 
New Zealand a sanitarium. But this Handbook is not prepared with a view to its 
consequences. The deragn, as has been said, is to give a New Zealand view of New 
Zealand ; and it is li<9>ea that, in its pages, the merits and demerits of the Colony will 
alike be apparent. The order in which the Provinces are dealt with is from south to 
north, and quite independent of their relative size and importance.

In 1846, the 
British forces lost heavily before a " pa," 
or native fort, called Ohaeawae, then bdd 
by a section of Ngapuhi in arms, and the 
slain were buried near the spot where they 
felL Becently, however, the natives, in 
their desire to prove their friendship, have 
erected a small memorial chun;^ in the 
graveyard of which they have with due 
honour reinterred the exhumed remains of 
their former foes ; thua giving additional 
evidence of the complete extingoiahment of 
old animosities and jealousies. 

A glance at the map will show the pro< 
gross which is being inade with road-worka 
in this part of. the Island. Many of the

Among the Ngapuhi, at jdaces 
like the Thames Gold Fielos, near Auck- 
land, about Niqiier, and on the west coast 
of the Province of Wellington, where iJie 
Maori has been brought into close contact 
with Europeans, there are the same evi- 
dences of an upward progress.

peculiarities : — 

In the north irf AncUand, including the 
lower portion of tlie TT'alkato Talle^, light 
volcanic loils prevwl, interaperaed with 
areas of cl^ mail, which, in the natural 
stale, ia cold and nnihvitiiig to the agrfcul- 
turist, hut which, nevertheless, under proper 
drajnafie attd tmltlratioo, may he bron^t 
to a high etate of prodnotiTeness. The 
latter are, howerer, almort nniversally aeg- 
lected at tiie present time b; the settlers, 
who prefer the more easily worked and 
more rapidly remunenitiTesofls derived from 
the voloanio rocks. 

In . the western district, which extends 
round Toranaki and WaDsanoi, the soil is 
all that can be desired, ana is piobablj one 
of the richest areas in the Southerii Hemi- 
sphere- The surbce stnl is formed by the 
decomposition of calcareons marts, which 
nnderiie the whole country, intermixed with 
the debrig fromthelava-atreams andto&ceous 
rocks of the extinct Tolcanic mount^ns. 
The noble character of the forest-growih 
which geberally covers the area, proves the 
great productiveness of its soil, although at 
the same time it greatlj impedes the pro- 
gress of settlement. 

In the central district of the North Island, 
from Tanpo towards the Bay of Plenty, the 
surface soil is derived fcom volcanic rocks 
of a highly siliceons character, and large 
areas are covered with little else thaii loose 
friaUe pumioestone. Towards the coast, 
and in some limited areas near the lar^rei 
volleys, such as the Waikato and the 
Thames, and ahio when volcanb roCks of a 
less arid description appear at the suriace', 
frreat fteitjlity prevails, and any defioiencies 
in the character of tJie soil are amply com- 
pensated for by 'the magnificence of the 
climate of this part of New Zealand.' On 
the eastern Bide of the ibt« range, which 



extends throngh the North Island, the snr- 
face of the country is generally formed of 
day marl and calcareoos rocks, the valleys 
bemg ocounied by shingle deposita derived 
from the slate and sandstone rocks of the 
hack ranges, with occasional areas irf fertile 
alluvium of considerable extent It is only 
the latter portions of this district which can 
be consideKd as adapted for agricnitnre, 
white the remainder affords some of the 
fluest pastoral land to be met with in any 
part or the Colony. 

In the South Island the chief agriaaltaral 
areas are in the vicinity of the sea coast, 
bat there are also small areas in the interior, 
in the vicinity of the Lake districts, where 

Sicolture can be profitably followed. The 
avial soil of the lower part of the Canter- 
bury plains and of Southland are the most 
remarkable for their fertility ; but scarcely 
less important are the low rolling downs, 
formed by the calcateous rocks of the 
tertiary formation, which skirt the hisher 
monntain masses, and frequently have their 
quality improved by the disintegration of 
mteispersed basaltic rocks.

Coinpsrinf! the state of things in the 
Colonj with what has taken place in 
England, the contrast is very remarkable, 
thoa^ there also the Post OfBce savings- 
banks have been a moat signal eucceas. 
From the latest return (that for 1872) it 
appeals that the deposits in the Post Office 
lavingft-banka there had amounted to 
.£19,318,339, hut it also appeara that, in 
tbe period between the formation of the 
Poet Office savin^banks in 18^1, and 
1871, the deposits in the private (or " Trus- 
tee '} savings-banks had been reduced from 
£41,859,145 to .£38,640,022 j so that nearly 
one^eventh of the deposits in the Post 
Office savings-banks would seem to have 
been withdrawn &om the Trustee savings- 
banks ; and jet, althongh the latter bad 
suffered to the extent of upwards of two 
and a half millions sterling, their deposits 
almost exactly doubled those of the Post 
Office savings-banks. 

This contrast with the state of things in 
England would in all probability be still 
stronger, but for two causes which in this 
Colony have always tended to reduce the 
amounts that have found their way into the 
savings-banks, both of which causes have 
been even more operative of lat« years than 
formerly. One of tbeee is the facilities 
which are given by the ordinary banks to 
persons of comparatively smaU. means to 
open accounts with them. As a conse- 
quence of this, numbers of persons keep 
banking accounts who wonld never have 
thought of keeping such in England, and, 



indeed, would not have been able to keep 

The other cause that tends to reduce the 
amount of deposits, isthe almost uuiversa] 
desire to buy land. This desire is mani- 
fested in every class of the commnuity, and 
certainly not the least strongly in that 
numerous class who in the Colony find 
themselves in a position to become land- 
holders, which, in their native conntiy, 
would have been all but physically im- 
possible to them. It is, therefore, con- 
stantly happening that as soon as, say, £50 ' 
is laid by, it is withdrawn and invested in 
the purchase of land ; and even Natives of 
New Zealand have been known to place 
money in a savings-bank, and add to it 
from time to time, until enough was accu- 



If, therefore, the amounts in the vniious 
savings-banks were small instead of being 
just upon £600,000, it would etiU be true 
that savings-banks are more useful than 
their founders could have hoped for, and 
are performing an important part in the 
settlement of the coontry ; ana it is quit« 
possible that another year or two may 
prove tbeir utility— however paradoxical 
the statement may appear — by tne deposita 
being laregly reduced, and the mooej used 
for land-purchasea, as the county is made 
accessible by roads and railways.

In the ve&r 1869 an Act was passed 
enabling the Qovsmment to grant life 
asaurances and annuidea on the secnritj of 
the coloiiial revenue. This differed from 
tlie Act passed in England some jean pre- 
vious];, as the latter onlj allowed inani- 
ano«s or . annnities to be granted for very 
small sums, while the New Zealand Act 
imposed no limit upon the amount. The 
bnsinees of the ofBce actually commeLx:«d 
'n March, 1870, and, as was expected, '' 



The business of the ^ 

steadily increasing, so that on the 30th of 
June, 1673, the (^mmissioner was able to 
report that ii:,901 persona had effected in- 
surances for an a^regata sum of ^1,085,649, 
and also that sixty perapne had prorided 
endowment amounting to j£6,5CiO, while 
seventeen others had paid for onnnities of 
the Talae of £960. l&s. ed. per aannm. 
Thus 2,901 heads of families had secuied 
that in the event of their decease, an 
apenige sum of nearly £Z75 should be pud 
to those they might leave behind them — a 
Bum whioh would " keep the wolf from the 
door" nntil otlier means of support might 
be secuted. There is this fnither advan- 
l«^e in that which has been done. Those 
£,901 persons (or families) hare submittad 
to t^e deduction of a sum equal to £10. 12s. 
ont of the yearly income of each one, to 
Hcnre a prospective benefit. While this 
proves the existence of a spirit of self- 
oenying forethought, the opportunity of 
^stag some portion of the yearly earning 
in £is way tends, like its kindred insti- 
tution the savings-bank, to foster habits of 
care and prudence. 

It would not be fair to suppose that the 
system of Oovemment insurances in Eng- 
land should show results relatively equal 
to those that have been secured in New 



Zealand, becanse there the Government 
insurances are for very limited amounts 
while great facilities exist for effecting lif» 
insurances with private ofBces ; yet, when 
looking at what has been done in th« 
Colony, it would han^ have been expected 
that tbe results in Bnglaud would have 
been bo small aa they are. The English 
Act was passed in 1864, yet at the end of 
1871 — nearly seven years after— there wem 
only 2,709 insurances current, for snniB 
amounting in the whole to £208,070. Be- 
sides these, there were current 1,798 ooU' 
tracts for immediate annuities, and S68 fci 
deferred annuities, the amount of both 
classes being £42,167. 

There are other life assurance ofBces 
doing business in Nev Zealand, and an 
Act was passed in the last session of the 
Assembly, ^vinj^ persons the power to 
register their pohcies against deposits pre- 
viously made in a Government office by tht 
grantfus of the policies. 

Post OrncE. 

The statistics of the Post Office, like the 
other statistics of tbe Colony, exhibit an 
increase that is &i greater than anything 
that could have been caused by an increase 
of the population, without a more tiian 
correspon<£ug iucreaso of prosperity. The 
office has so grown in the tJiirty-thi«e years 
during which it has been established, that 
it can show the following as the statistiOB 
for tbe year 1872 :—

Comparing the increased use of the Post 
Office with the increase of the population 
for the periods given, these results are 
obt^ned : — 

Between 1853 and 1857 the populatitm 
increased 57^ per cent, but the letters 
received and despatched increased 130 
per cent., though newspapers only in- 
creased 6 per ceut^ Again, between 1857

and 1B72 the population incTeased 461 
pec cent., and in the same p^od the 
lettere received and daapatched increased 
1,960 per cent, and newspapers 510 per 
centL Thna between 1853 and 18GT the 
rate of increase in letters woe more than 
twice the increase of population, and be- 
tween ISGT and 1S72 the rate of increase 
was more than four times the increaee of 
the popnlation. The following table will

It must be added that the postal revenue 
of the Colony has incret^ed from ;£4,IO0. 
28. lid. in 1857, to .£46,162. 13s. fid. in 
1872, and this, too, notwithstanding re- 
peated reductions in the tate of postage. 

A lai^ part of the increoae in the number 
of letters has been caused by the dimi- 
nution of Tat«B, Instead of Is. for a " sin- 
gle " letter conveyed a little more than 100 
miles, the rat« is now 2d, for the half-onnce 
from any place in the Colony to any other 

Ce in tne Colony, excepting within the 
ta of towns, in which the postage if 
only Id. ; while the poet^ to Australia is 
bnt 2d., and M. to the United Kingdom. 
Newspapers ace conveyed between any two 
places m the Colony at a postage of id., 
and to any place beyond the Colony at Id. ; 
and book and pattern parcels are conveyed 
at about half the rates for letteiB. All 
postages are prepaid by stamps, which have 
been used since 1858. 

There were at the close of the veai 1S7S, 
633 post offices in the Colony, of which 14 
were " chief" or accounting offices, and 91 
were money-order and savings-bank offices. 
Letters are delivered once or twice in a day 
in all towns, merchants and others have 
" private boxes " in the post offices of moat 
towns of importance, and pillar letter- 
boxes and receiving-houses enable persons 
to post their letters without inconvenience. 
The uiangements for the conveyance of 



mails are also very extensive, so as to meet 
the requirements uid ooDveuience of the 
public. The Fcatmaster^Seneral, in bis 

report for the year 1872, states, — 

" Dnring the year there were 233 inland 
mul services in operation ; 66 being per- i 
formed by ooach and intul-csrt, 102 on | 
horseback, 10 on foot, 38 by water, and 7 | 
by railway. The sggr^tp of the distances ' 
to be travelled for the S23 services was \ 
6,763. miles ; and the total number of milee 
travelled was 1,180,364, at a cost to the 
de^rtment <^.£S1,83&." 

Besides this there is a mail service to 
Australia, by steamers running between 
Auckland and Sydn^, and between the 
southern ports and Melbourne ; thus en- 
abling cammunication to be held with Aus- 
tralia about five times in each month. 
There are also two mail servines in each 
month between the Oolony and Bngland ; 
one by which the mails are carried to and 
from Melbourne, and thence to and from 
Enghtnd md Smbi ; and one vid San Fran- 
cisco and New York. For the first of 
theqe the Colony pays ;£5,000 per annum 
for the portion of the service between New 
Zealand and Melbourne, and a propor- 
tionate amount of the cost of the service 
between Melbourne and England according 
to the number of letters forwarded by it 
The second service has been undertaken 
jointly W the colonies of New South 
WiJes and New Zealand at a gross cost of 
^80,000. The receipts for postsfe both in 
the United Kingdom and the colonies will 
very much reduce the cost of this service, 
of which each colony pays half. 

Very much, therefore, has been done to 
make the Post Office in New Zealand a 
worthy imitation of the vast Bod mighty 
postal establishment of Great Britain. 

Monet Obdibs. 
One of the most important developments 
of the Postal deparbnent has been the 
est«b]ishmeDt of the money-order system. 
It was first brought into operation m the 
Colony on the Ist of August, 1862, but its 
growth with regard to places outside the 



)perate. Tha following table, 
tracted from the report of the Postmaster- 
General for 1S73, will show the progress 
made from the commencement to the 31st 
of December, 1672, being a little less than 
ten years and a half :— 
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These fignrea show that between 1863 
(the first complete jear of the sfstem) and 
1872, the number and amonnt of orderB 
iasaed in the Colon; increased nearly four- 
fold, and that in the same period the 
number of orders paid in the Colony in- 
creased tenfold, and their amount between 
ninefold and tenfold, the amount in the 
lattor yeaf being just nine and a half times 
as larse as in the former. . 

In the Colony, as in England, the amount 
for which any nioney order can be drawn 
is limited to ;£10, nor can more than one 
for that Bum be obtiuned in favour of the 
same person b; the aame remitter on anj 
one daj. The conuniBeion charged on in- 
land oraera is 6d. for sums under ^5, and 
Is. for sums exceeding £6 ; on orders pay- 
able in the Aastralian colonies, double the 
above latos ; and on orders payable in the 
United Kingdom, rates Tarying irom Is. on 
sums under ^2, to Gs. for enms exceeding 
£T. For inland orders by telegraph, a 
conunisBion of 4d. in the £ sterliiig is 



charged, besides Is. for the transmission of 
the message. 

Telegraph. 
This, which has been entirely lie growth 
of the last few years, is now becoming one 
of the moat important inatitntions trf tlie 
Colony, and is entirely in the hands of the 
GoTemment. Its commencement waa due, 
partly to the necesBities of military secrice 
in the districts Booth of Auckland, and 
^rtlytothe impetus given to the Southern 
Provinces by the opening of their gold 
fields. There weio enormous dif&culties to 
overcome, the country bein^ to a large ex- 
tant msged and wild, whde the Islands 
being divided by Cook Straits, rendered it 
necessary to undertake the laying of a 
telegraph cable to connect them ; yet not- 
withstanding this, the work has been 
pushed on BO rapidly that in July. 1873, 
the Tele^ph Commissioner reportea "that 
2,3(6 miles of line had been completed, 
cubing 4,C>74 mUes of wire," The entire 
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coBt, incluure of the cable, vaa also stated 
to haTe been £224,560. It maj be added 
that when about thirty milee more of line 
baa been constructed m the neighbourhood 
of New Plymouth, every place of import- 
ance in the Colony wiU oe brought into 
telegraphic communication. 

The following extracts from the report 
already quoted will show the work that bad 
been done during the year 1872-73 : — 

" During the year, ^ere were transmitted 
fitlS,&60ter^msof aU codes, being 157,193 
more than the preTious year, or an increase 
of over 38 per cent 

" The number of money order telegrams 
8entwaa6,791,r6pceseiiting £38,106.168. ed„ 
being an increase of 2,756 messogeg, and of 
more than £14,000 as compared with 1871- 
72. The amount of commission collected 
by the Post Office was £770. Is. 4d.; and 
deducting there&om £S89. lis, as fees for 
the telegrams sent, there was left to the 
Post Office £460. 10a. 4d., or rather more 
than £l. 14s^per cent, on the total sum 
transmitted. Wellington, Ohristchurch, and 
Dunedin, and their sulKifficee, issned the 
largest number of orders ; while Auckland, 
Wellington, and Dunedin paid the largest 
number. 

"The length of line maintained wsa 
8,314 milee, at a cost of £9,479. &8. 4d., or 
an average of £4, Is. lid. per mile. Thir- 
teen )tew offices were opened, and 20 cadets 
were trained in the Learners Gallery, and 
drai^hted to different stations.

The following table, extracted from the 
same report, is aJao interesting, as showing < 
in. detail the large amount of work the 
telegraph is doing, as comrared with that 
which IS being done by the Foat Office. As 
will be aeen at a glance, the number of 
letters has increased year by year, but tiie 
number of telegrams has increased mnch 
more rapidly. Thus, in 18S7-68, when the 
number of interprovinoial letters waa 
1,938,678, the proportion of telegrams was 
less Iban Bj to each 100 letters, or about 
one-eighteenth part ; but in 1872-73, when 
the letters had increased to 2,678,372 the 
number of telegrams was more than 19| for 
each 100 letters, or almost one-fifth part. 
The letters, therefore, had increased about 
46| per cent., but the telegrams had in- 
cruised by no less thsD 436 per cent., or 
inst nine times the rate of increase of the 
letters.

The persons bom in the Colony were 
thus a nactioQ leas than one-fbuitli of the 
population, or somewhat lees, relatively, 
than in 1S51.* The numbers of immigranta 
had increased in the twenty years from 
19,627 to 192,341, or nearly tenfold; whilst 
the numbers bom in the Colony had in- 
creased &om 7,080 to 64,052, or more than 
ninefold. More correctly, the numbers 
who had come from elsewhere to settle in 
the country had increased 980 per cent, 
and the numbers of those bom in it bad 
increased 905 per cent. It thua becomes 
evident that New Zealand has continued to 
present inducement sufficient to cause a 
continual influx of persona &om Europe and 
from the neighbouring colonies. 

Another point worthy of notice is, that 
in 1658 the proportion of males above SI 
years of age to females of similar affea was 
as 28 to 17 nearly ; while in 1671, &« pro- 
portions were as 37 to 19, In other words, 
in 1868 out of every thousand persons above 
21 years of age, 619 were malea and 381 
females ; but in 1871, out of every thousand, 
660 were males and 340 females. This 
larger increase of adult malea than of females

It must be added that all the detaili here 
given apply exolnraTely to the fiuiopean 
ptqinlation, mth the few half-caites living 
among them. No accurate and complete 
cemns of the Native nee has ever been 
made, thongh it has been partially done 
more than onoa The nnmbefs were esti- 
mated in 1842-43, by the Bishop of New 
Zealand, as about 100,000 ;. but those who 
knew the Natives more intimately, thooght 
that 70,000 would have been more nearly 
correct. The last attempt at enmnetstion 
.made them abonl 36,000, but thn was 
several jeara ago, aod it is probable that 
Uieir nomben at prennt do not exceed 
30,000. 

COUUBROIAL AND IkDUSTBIAL. 

The imports and exports of the Colony 
aSbrd the readiest mode for eatimatine its 
commeEoial position, while the comparison 
uE amounts at different periods has a 
special interest as showing the growth and 
development of various industrial pursuits, 
and the decay or extinction of others that 
were oiux of considerable importance. 

Id the year 1872 the import* were valued 
at :e5,14^Sl, and the exports (of New 
Zealand prodnoe) £6,107,186. 

The vuue of the principal items of im- 
port in that year were, apparel, boots, shoes, 
nots, caps, &C., ^l(i,970 ; dApery, haber- 
dashei7, and wooUenB, £SSd)iiiS ; iron- 
mongery and iron, ^190,634 ; spirits, 
£146,717 ; wine, £79,738 ; tea, £177,722 ; 
SDgu and molwsee, £384,180 ; tobacco and 
snuff, £77,474. 

The principal itema of export were, gold, 
valued at £1,730,992 ; wool, £2,537,919 ; 
grain and flour, £118,733; kauri gam, 
£164,167 i PhornMim (New Zealand flai), 
£99,405 ; hides and tallow, £90,661 ; pre- 
served meats, £161,840. 

Oil and whalebone, which in the eaiiy 
days of the Colony were regarded as ite 
staple product, had oecome too insigQificant 
to mention ; while gold constituted more 
then one-third of tlie exports, uid wool more 
than one-halt Fkx hod Mucelj iuxeased 
in proportion to the population, and timber 



had become a ret; small item ; bnt grain 
and other agricoltnral produce had become 
considerable. The item "preserved meats" 

indicates a new industry, and the same may 
be said of leather, of which there was ex- 
ported to the Uiiited Kingdom nearly 
3,000 cwts. Of the whole, the item kauri 
gum is the onl^ one whose production is 
duo to the aboriginal natives, and to this 
they are stimulated by the presence of Euro- 
pean purchasers. Among the imports, the 
altered condition of the people and the 
country is indicat«d liy the importation of 
coals to the value of £162,B49 ; machinery 
valued at £62,794 ; and railway and tele- 
graph materials valned respectively at 
£118,319 and £6,466.

To ovi 
difficulty, and enable every man to become 
bis own landlord, the first building society 
was started early in 18G0, and has fulfllled 
in ereiy respect the exjpectations of its 
promotraa, and done an mimense amount 
otgaod.

A gaol was one of the institutions the 
early settlers found provided for them on 
their arrival, althonsh its utility was very 
doubtful for a specially-selected community :

Land Bbgdi^tionb. 

Public— or as they are called, " waste " — 
lands are sold on aeveral principles. The 
original and still the leading method is the 
hundred Byatam, which means a large piece 
of agricoltural coontiy selected witlim giren 
boundaries, and surreyed into sectiona of 
from 50upto 200 acrea. On this being com- 
pleted, the land is declared open for appli- 
cation on a day fiied by adrertisement, and 
at the uniform price of ^1 an acre. In 
making the application, a deposit of 10 per 
cent., or 2s. an aire, is paid ; and if one 
applicant only pate in a claim for any nam- 
ber of sectiona, he ia forthwith declared the 
purchaser, pays the balance of purchase- 
money within ten days, and gets a certifi- 
cate of purchase, on wbicb the Ciown grant 
ia issued. If more than one person applies 
for the same land on the same day, the 
sectiona ao applied for are advertised for 
sale by auction, and tHe highest bidder 
becomea the purchaser. Ouly those who 
purchase land within a hundred have the 
privilege of running stock on the unsold 
portions ; and a licence to depasture is 
issued according to a fixed scale, the cost 
being yearly 3a. fid. a head for great 
cattle and Td. a head for sheep. Thia aa- 
seasmeat, after paying cost of collection, is 
applied to form and make roads within the 
hundred. The holder of land has the privi- 
lege of free grazing for a certain number of 
stock. After the expiry of seven years 
from the date of the proclamation of the 
hundred, any land remaining within it un- 
sold may be put up to auction at lOs. an 
acre, and knocked down to the beat bidder, 
liieie are no conditions attached to this 
aystem of sale, either as to the extent of 



land one man can porchase, or as to resi- 
dence or coltivation. 

Another method of selling Crown lands, 
and one highly favourable to a man of small 
means who wiahM to settle on and work 
the KToond, is the deferred payment system. 
Blocks of land, not excee^g 6,000 acres 
in one block, or more than 30,000 acres in 
any one year, are selected, surveyed, and 
declared open for application. A lease or 
licence to occupy not more than 200 acres, 
at a yearly rent of 2s. fid. an acre, payable 
half-yearly in advance, ia isaned, and the 
holder of the lease is bound not to sublet 
during its currency. He moat within three 
years enclose the land with a substantial 
fence, and cultivate one-tenth part of it. 
Half the cost of fencing can be recovered 
from the adjoining occupier. On payment 
of the tenth year's rent, lie land becomes 
the freehold property of the occupier. 

An additional mode ia, free grants to 
immigrants, whereby every man paying his 
own passage to New Zealand is entitled to 
£20 worth of land for himself, and, if he 
has a family, to a like portion for each 
adult member. Those who may be counted 
members of the family, and for whom the 
full amount of land can be clamed, are 
wife, child, grandchild, nephew, or niece 
over 14 years of age, and if under 14 yeare, 
land to the value of ^£10 can be claimed.

Its popnlatiun in ISTl 
was 2,6C1. In the northern part of the 
Province there are the towns of Kaiapoi 
fpopolation 668), Bangiora, Leithfield, and 
Oxford, besides many smaller villaees.

Canterbury is divided for varions pur- 
poses into Several districts — First, Qeneisl 
Assembly electoral districts, returning 
twelve members : second, twenty-four Pro- 
vincial Council districts, returning thirty- 
nine members ; third, tiiirty-eight road 
districts, administered by Boards of five 
membera each, having the contfol of the 
roads and smaller bridges — these do not 
include the towns of Christchuroh, Lyttelton, 
Kaiapoi, and Timarn, which are governed 
by Mouicipalities : fourth, eighty-fonr edu- 
cational districts. As popuk^tion and 
settlement progress the numbers of these 
will be increased. As the whole Province 
is in one way or another included in the 
above divisions, and as the general character 
of the country does not vary much, it is not 
possible to name any distinctive features 
peculiar to any one division. The Province 
may be considered as divided into three 
longitudinal zones — the moimtiun zone, 
comprising the nhole western and part of 
the northern portions, and almost exclu- 
sively devoted to pasturttts ; the central or 
plain zone, comprising ^most all the rest 
of the Province, pastoral in those portions 
as yet unbonght from the Crown, agricul- 
tural in the rest ; and the peninaiDar or 
eastern zone, partly timber-producing forest, 
partly pastoral, partly devoted to cheese- 
making and dairy farming.

Under the regulations of the 
CanterbuiT Associatiou, Uie tenants of the 
waste lands, or " ranbotders," were allowed 
a right of pre-emption over S60 acres of 
land round their homesteads. Afl«rwards, 
this right was extended ao as to corer and 
protect certain improvements, such as fenc- 
ing, &c., which they might erect on their 
runs. In 1367 these provisions, having 
been found to act as a cneck to the settle- 



ment of tlie connlay, and to prevent pur- 
obaie by &ee seleohns, were repealed, and 
in»«mptiTe rights are not now granted. 
There are, however, considerable areas stdll 
heldnnderthcM old rights. Any penon wish- 
ing to purchase a section in this condition 
must deposit the ^c« of the land (at £i 
per acre) with the Waste Lands Board, and 
the holder of the r^t is allowed six weeka 
to buy the land. B he does not buy it, the 
person originally applying becomes the 
owner. These pre-emptive rights ceasa and 
determine in 1680. 

Large reserves of wsste lands have been 
from time to time made by the Fiovindal 
Government for various public require- 
ments, Buch as education, ferry, road, or 
milway purposes, cemeteries, race-conraes, 
recreation grounds, and public parks, &c., 
&c, According to the rcsulationa, these 
reserves are tempoiaiily made by the Super- 
intendent, and, if agreed to, atmfirmed by 
the Provincial Council at its next session. 
If afterwarda it is fonnd desirable to throw 
any of them open for sale, it must be done 
by Ordinance of the Provincial Conncil. 

In convenient places, as required, town- 
ships are reaerreo, surveyed, and sold, by 
seotians, in sizes determined by the Super- 
intendent and Provincial Council These 
seotiona are put up to suction, usually at 
the upset price of £00 per acre. Many of 
the towns and villages in the Provinoe are, 
however, portions of private property, di- 
vided and sold by their owners.

But, beeides, almost all harvest operations 
are performed by machinery, uid the brmer 
ia therefore enabled to make a ^fit out of 
a lower price than he would obtain at Home. 
Moreover, at least aa yet, farmets here have 
not been obliged to enter into such heavy 
eipenaea for superior and soientifio farming 
as their Buglish brethren. 

The difficulty of obtaining a supply of 
skilled labour has hitherto prevented the 
establishment in tho Province of many 
industries, and various proposals have from 
time to time been made with a view of 
promoting them. In 1870, a Select Com- 
mittee of the Provincial Council on this 
qnestion sat for some tins and presented a 
report embodying various suggestions. A 
system of bonuBCB, as advocated in this 
report, has been repeatedly tried, bnt has 
not hitherto met with much success, owing 
to the immense difficulty of obtaining skilled 
labour at sach prices as woold render manu- 
factures remunerative. 

The preparation of PAormium fibre can 
hardly now be called a new industry, though 
the high rates of wages have not allowed it 
to be carried on so generally as might be 
desired. Many of the mills which were in 
operation in Canterbury a year or two ago 
have been closed from this cause, and thme 
that are still being carried on canoot be 
said to he worked to great profit. Still, if . 
a sufficient number of kboureia were intro- 
dnoed, this industry, for which a pcacCically 
unlimited supply cf raw msterial is avail' 
aiio, is capable of being largely extended 
and profitably worked, espeoiaily as it does 
not reqnire highly-skilled artisans. Ordi- 
nary labourers are quite equal to the 
general work of a flax-mill, as at present 
arranged. 

The Select Committee before referred to 
recommended in their report that assistance 
should be given by the State to start fac- 
tories for cheese {on the United States 
plan), beetroot sugar, woollen goods, Boman 
and Portland cement, and to encourage 
sericiculture, forest-tree planting, and coal 
and iron mining. A Committee of the 
House of Bepreeentatives, appointed during 
the last session at WeUington, on " Coloniid 
Industries," repeated some of these recom- 
mendatioBS, and added fish-curing and 
Ijiapei-making to the list.

It must, too, be re- 
nienibered that if current wages of mecha- 
nics are lower here than in some of the 
ot^r Provinces, house rent and prices of 
commodities are lower, tJie farmer espe- 
cially, than anywhere else in New Zealand, 
which is more than an equivalent for the 
difference of wages. Most of the mecha- 
nicB, aa also the mbourers, invest their sav- 
ings in the purchase of land and stock, 
thus becoming in a few yean landed pro- 
prietors and owners of fiooks and herds. 

Labourers of any class will at least, even 
in the worst of times, never feel the pres- 
sure of want. Wages have never been 
mnoh below 5& per diem for able-bodied 
men, and now it does not seem probable 
that tfaey will go below from 7s. to 6s. per 
diem for some years to come.
